Based  on  previous  contact  between  DEA  SA  Tim  Schoonmaker 
in  Santa  Cruz  and  REA  Joe  Parker  in  Asuncion,  Embassy 
Asuncion  wishes  to  inform  you  that  this  post  will  hold  a 
basic  training  course  for  Paraguayan  criminal  investigators 
from  September  12  through  October  7,  2005.
